INDIANAPOIJ S (A P) - “ We were 
just getting started and bringing o ut 
the fo o d,” Bev erly Co o k said abo ut the 
picnic fo r residents o f the Americana 
H ealthcare Center. “ Suddenly peo ple 
were ly ing all o v er.” 
Witho ut warning, a car driv en by 8 1- 
y ear-o ld 
Leo 
M. 
Schulte 
o f 
Indianapo lis — who po lice say was 
so o n to enter a nursing ho me himself 
— jumped a curb and plo wed thro ugh 
the cro wd o f abo ut 100 picnickers, 
many o f who m were in wheelchairs. 
Two were killed and 21 injured in the 
accident Friday . 
The injured ranged in age fro m 47 to 
9 3. At least 13 o f them were mo re than 
7 0 y ears o ld, eight o f them in their 8 0s 
"I saw a car pulling up behind m e,” 
Schulte to ld repo rters. ” 1 jam m ed o n 
m y brakes to av o id hitting it. Then I 
put the car in fo rward. I tho ught I was 
hitting the brakes, but I must hav e hit 
the accelerato r and that was it.” 
“ Bo dies, wheelchairs and fo o d went 
in ev ery directio n. No o ne co uld mo v e 
because m o st o f the peo ple were o ld 
and were in their wheelchairs,” said

of 
Indianapolis — who police say was

— jumped a curb and plowed through 
the crowd of about IOO picnickers, 
many of whom were in wheelchairs. 
Two were killed and 21 injured in the 
accident Friday. 
The injured ranged in age from 47 to 
93. At least 13 of them were more than 
70 years old, eight of them in their 80s. 
“I saw a car pulling up behind me,” 
Schulte told reporters. “I jammed on 
my brakes to avoid hitting it. Then I 
put the car in forward. I thought I was 
hitting the brakes, but I must have hit 
the accelerator and that was it.” 
“Bodies, wheelchairs and food went 
in every direction. No one could move 
because most of the people were old 
and were in their wheelchairs,” said 
Eunice Cope, a member of the 
Volunteers Association, which spon­ 


sored the picnic.

is 
president of the group. 
Leona Shrewsberry said Schulte 
backed against the side of her vehicle 
as he was driving out of a parking lot of 
a professional building adjacent to the 
nursing home. Police said Schulte had 
just had an appointment with an eye 
doctor at the building. 
“The next thing I knew, I heard his 
tires squealing, and it looked like he 
panicked and drove right into the yard 
of people,” she said. “He just plowed 
right into them. I felt kind of sick.” 
“He not only drove into the crowd, he 
backed into a second group 
of 
residents,” said Fred Moon, ad­ 
ministrator of the nursing home. “I 
guess he panicked. I know he pushed 
the pedal to the floor.”

was

questioning. Police Sgt. Alvin Dunkin

“The man was licensed to drive, 
although I don’t know how,” said 
Dunkin.

KAMPALA, Uganda (AP) — Large 
crowds gathered on the outskirts of 
Kampala to watch the execution of 15 
men condemned to death after 
Uganda’s first public trial of suspected 
plotters against President Idi Amin.

officials, were lined up under the 
Queen’s Clock Tower Friday afternoon 
and shot one-by-one by a firing squad. 
(Abroad, suspicion grew that reports 
of an operation on Amin and that he 
subsequently fell into a coma were a 
hoax, possibly to head off appeals for 
the lives of the condemned men. 
(Diplomats said Amin did not attend 
the executions, and Radio Uganda 
made no mention of his condition or his 
whereabouts in any of its broadcasts 
Friday.) 
Twelve of those executed were 
convicted last month of plotting to 
overthrow Amin in a coup allegedly 
timed for Jan. 25, the sixth an­ 
niversary of his accession to power. 
The other three were sentenced in July 
on charges of treason and murder.

Uganda’s Military Defense Council 
ordered the 15 men to be shot and 
President Amin signed the execution 
papers on Tuesday, rejecting last- 
minute appeals for clemency 'from 
liberian President William Tolbert. 


Two hours after the executions, a 
Radio Uganda broadcast monitored in 
London said: “President-for-life Idi 
Amin has warned that anybody, be he 
a minister or high-ranking security 
officer or a civilian, who engages in 
subversive activities against Uganda 
is actually committing suicide.” 


Earlier Radio Uganda broadcasts 
monitored in Nairobi said 12 of the 
condemned men were convicted of 
plotting against Amin by a military 


tribunal in Kampala on Aug. 22. 
It was the first time Amin staged a 
public trial of persons charged with 
plotting against him. The self- 
proclaimed president-for-life has 
reportedly survived at least 14 
assassination attempts. 
The alleged plotters included Lt. Ben 
Ogwang, a former intelligence officer; 
Y. Okoth, exchief inspector of schools; 
Abdalla Anyuru, former chairman of 
the Uganda public service comission; 
and Elias Okidimenya, former general 
manager of a bottling company. 
Radio Uganda broadcasts Friday 
made no mention of reports that Amin 
was in a coma after undergoing 
surgery on his neck. 
Uganda radio had reported Wed­ 
nesday that Amin entered Kampala’s 


Mulago Hospital for surgery by a 
Soviet physician. On Thursday, Robert 
Astles, a top aide to Amin, told The 
Associated Press by telephone that 
Amin was in a coma. 


Since the 51-year-old former boxing 
champion seized power in Uganda 6W 
years ago, he has been accused of 
systematically eliminating rival tribes 
that threatened his grip on the land­ 
locked county. 


A Geneva-based commission of 
jurists recently estimated that Amin’s 
agents have killed up to 90,000 persons, 
and other estimates run as high as 
300,000. Some 250,000 refugees have 
fled Uganda, and the country’s 
economy has been reduced to sham­ 
bles.

A regu lar sewin g machin e will 
han dle two thickn esses — this is all 
that is n eeded, sin ce a flat seam looks 
best.

Corn Quality Depends On Type 
O f Harvesting And Drying

Scientists have found that com 
quality is very dependent on the 
method of harvest and drying used. 
Today’s modem combines and high- 
temperature dryers are considered by 
many to be responsible for many of the 
low-quality kernels which are ap­ 
pearing in the marketplace. 


M. Y. Ham dy, Columbus-based 
agricultural engineer for the Ohio 
A gricultural 
Research 
and 
Development Center, conducted a 
study to determine the effects of field 
shelling and artificial drying on the 
mechanical strength of com kernels. 


He recently reported his results at the 
summer meeting of the American 
Society of Agricultural Engineers in 
Raleigh, North Carolina. 
Hamdy obtained samples of shelled 
com from the grain tanks of an axial 
flow combine (recently introduced on 
the market as a machine which causes 
less shelling damage) and a con­ 
ventional combine operating in the 
same field. Ear samples were also 
hand-picked from the same field on the 
same day. About one-half of these 
collected ears were hand-shelled 
within a day after picking. 
A sample (about 3-Vi lb.) of each 
shelled com group and four unshelled 
ears were dried simultaneously in the

Suede, leathers, and leather look­ 
alikes are highly fashionable this fall, 
and w ill be warm this winter. Finding 
the real thing isn’t always easy, but the 
Ohio Porkettes have a good offer for 
the adventurous home sewer. 
The Ohio Porkettes sell Pig Suede as 
a state project. The supply is limited, 
they cannot guarantee colors. The 
hides average five square feet (ap­ 
proximately 20” by 30” ). It sells for 
$1.20 per sq. ft., plus postage for 
mailing. 
The usual colors are: black, dark 
red, buff, and various shades of 
browns. At times we can get greens, 
blues, or pink. Very light or bright 
colors are very scarce and are too 
expensive to special order. These hides 
are not the same quality as the 
readymade garments, but we have 
found them nice to work with. The 
suede w ill vary in thickness and 
weight. 
The Porkettes have been wearing 
and showing Pig Skin clothing for 
some time, and hope to answer some of 
the most often-asked questions about 
making garments and caring for the 
readymade clothing. 
Pig Skin or Pig Suede is a soft, 
porous m aterial that breathes and 
gives for your comfort, and does not 
leave a lint on other garments. It is not 
damaged by water — just let dry 
naturally and brush to renew the nap. 
If it is real “ pig” it w ill not stretch out 
of shape. 
Almost any type of garment may be 
made, but Porkettes do make some

suggestions. Skirts should have at 
least six gores, and can be made with a 
band or a elastic waist, Vests may be 
made with a one-piece back, if hides 
are available in the right width. 
Hides should be selected to fit the 
garment for weight, size and color. A 
small garment can be made from a 
heavier hide than a larger one, that 
w ill involve a lot of pieces. 
Patterns should be fit before 
working with the hide. It is best to 
make a felt pattern for 
fitting. 
Adjustments may be made by the 
angle of a seam on the shoulder or side 
of a vest. Skirts can be fitted so that the 
bottom does not flare too much. Back 
of the neck should be cut to lay flat. 
Armholes need to be cut big enough not 
to bind or pull, and straps are best cut 
thin. When cutting, do not allow too 
much for seams, since it is not 
necessary to finish all edges. Outsides 
do not have to be finished; however, a 
row of stitching or braid and fringe 
make a nice finished look. Cutting 
hides w ill be very hard on scissors, so 
you may want to use old ones. 
Buttonholes should be slit a little 
larger than usual, and there is no need 
to bind or finish. Shank buttons are 
better than sewing them on. Some 
trim , such as buckles or tabs, can be 
put on with glue. A leather punch is a 
great help when working with Pig 
Skin. We recommend fringe be cut 
with a single-edge tool. 
A regular sewing machine w ill 
handle two thicknesses — this is all 
that is needed, since a flat seam looks 
best. You may want to experiment 
with needles, but a size 16 should be 
fine. The new stretch thread works 
well, and large stitches — 7 to IO per 
inch. Check tension on sample. 
A suede brush or sponge is helpful in 
keeping the Pig Suede clean and 
pretty.

temperature and relative humidity to 
produce a final kernel moisture of 12 
per cent. The drying was performed at 
tem peratures of 70 degrees, IOO 
degrees, 130 degrees, and 160 degrees 
F. (conservative temperatures con­ 
sidering conventional dryers use 
temperatures of more than 200 degrees 
F .). The ears were handshelled after 
drying. 
The various samples were submitted 
to a series of grinding tests in a 
specially designed hammer m ill to 
determine the kernels’ susceptibility 
to mechanical damage. 
Hanpdy found that the kernel 
breakage rate increased with drying 
air temperature, regardless of the 
harvesting method. Hand-picked and 
hand-shelled com was found to be 
more susceptible to damage if shelled 
prior to, rather than after, drying. 
As the drying air temperature in­ 
creased, the specific breakage rate of 
the hand picked, hand-shelled, and 
then dried com approached that of the 
machine-harvested com. Hamdy said 
this implies that the susceptibility to 
m echanical damage produced by 
drying moist shelled com at higher 
temperatures is more significant than 
that produced during harvesting and 
shelling. 
It is apparent that stress cracks 
produced by drying are responsible for 
a major portion of the mechanical 
damage which dry shelled com suffers 
in commercial handling. Com dried 
prior to shelling has less tendency to 
develop stress cracks. Hamdy said the 
cob appears to provide more moisture, 
which must also be removed, reducing 
the kernel drying rate and the number 
of stress cracks. 
The agricultural engineer said that 
there is currently a revived interest in 
ear com harvesting and handling 
because of the better quality final 
product. In addition to the quality 
advantage, he said moist ear com can 
be stored much longer than moist 
shelled com (making it possible to use 
energy-efficient drying methods such 
as solar heat and natural air) and the 
cob is increasing in commercial value 
as a bio-degradable inert filler for 
many chemical products.

Silos recently filled with corn silage 
produce deadly gases following en­ 
siling. This usually takes place the 
first 24-48 hours. So, be alert for the 
appearance of brown, yellow or orange 
gases for several days, says William 
Crist, Are* Agent, Dairy Industry, 
Wapakoneta. 
The most common of these gases is 
nitrogen dioxide, Crist says. The gases 
are heavier than air and are usually 
seen falling down the silo chute. They 
can accumulate at the top of silage or 
in unventilated buildings at the bottom 
of silos, he says.

dangerous to humans and livestock. 
They destroy the lung tissue and can 
cause serious illness and death. The 
safest practice is to stay out of the silo 
for 2 to 3 weeks after filling, Crist 
cautions. Even after that period, treat 
a silo as though it still had gas. 
If brown, yellow or orange gases are 
seen or if burning and choking are felt 
in the nose and throat, leave the area 
immediately. Run the blower for 10 to 
15 minutes before entering a silo 
during the danger period (if you must 
enter it) and continue to operate the 
blower as long as someone is inside. 
Never enter a silo when you are alone. 
Universal gas masks are not 
recommended. They are of no value 
when there is a lack of oxygen, due to 
displacement by gases. The only ef­ 
fective device is a self-contained unit 
with an oxygen tank as part of the 
gear. 
The silage in a silo that has produced 
gas is expected to be safe feed after the 
gases have disappeared, Crist says. 
Production of these gases in the silo 
indicates that the nitrate content of the 
green chop material ensiled has been 
reduced.

A preliminary version of the report 
went largely unnoticed when it was 
released July 20. 
An FEA expert who declined to be 
identified said Thursday the agency 
will issue its final report within several 
weeks. He said the draft version is 
being reviewed and its basic con­ 
clusions are expected to stand. 
The

Washington company, is raising the 
hopes of solar enthusiasts, such as 
ecologist Barry Commoner, that the 
world may be on the verge of a clean, 
safe and virtually everlasting new 
source of energy. 
The report estimates that govern­ 
ment spending of 1440 million on solar 
plants over five years could cut the 
cost of the power cells from the present 
$15.50 per watt of peak generating 
capacity to 75 cents or less. 
The report suggests that the solar 
cells could provide enough electricity 
to power street lights, light parking 
lots and airport runways and run 
irrigation pumps. 
The solar cells could even begin to 
meet some household electricity 
needs, the report predicts, besides 
becoming a major energy source in 
developing countries where con­ 
ventional power is very expensive. 
Solar energy could power warning 
lights on buildings, power lines and 
bridges, besides providing corrosion 
protection to metal pipelines, wells 
and tanks.

Electricity 
From Sunlight 
Possible 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Electricity 
generated from sunlight can be made 
cheap enough for widespread use 
within five years if the government 
begins buying solar plants in large 
numbers, says a federal agency. 
The Federal Energy Administration 
says the cost of solar power for many 
everyday uses could be brought down 
if the United States converts con­ 
ventional power plants to solar units at 
many federal installations. 
Such a move would mean mass 
production of solar power cells in place 
of today’s handwork industry, a 
consulting firm says in a report to the 
FEA. 
A preliminary version of the report 
went largely unnoticed when it was 
released July 20. 
An FEA expert who declined to be 
identified said Thursday the agency 
will issue its final report within several 
weeks. He said the draft version is 
being reviewed and its basic con­ 
clusions are expected to stand. 
The 
report, 
by 
a 
suburban 
Washington company, is raising the 
hopes of solar enthusiasts, such as 
ecologist Barry Commoner, that the 
world may be on the verge of a clean, 
safe and virtually everlasting new 
source of energy. 
The report estimates that govern­ 
ment spending of $440 million on solar 
plants over five years could cut the 
cost of the power cells from the present 
$15.50 per watt of peak generating 
capacity to 75 cents or less. 
The report suggests that the solar 
cells could provide enough electricity 
to power street lights, light parking 
lots and airport runways and run 
irrigation pumps. 
The solar cells could even begin to 
meet some household electricity 
needs, the report predicts, besides 
becoming a major energy source in 
developing countries where con­ 
ventional power is very expensive. 
Solar energy could power warning 
lights on buildings, power lines and 
bridges, besides providing corrosion 
protection to metal pipelines, wells 
and tanks. 
“ The potential market is very 
large,” it said. 
The report says solar power could be 
generated where it is needed, without 
the need for massive generating 
facilities and long-distance tran­ 
smission lines feeding electricity to 
large areas.

LOS ANGEIJES — For twenty y ears, 
Betty White has been a voluble second 
banana on g ame and talk shows; and 
as the happy homemaker Sue Ann 
Nivens on The Mary Ty ler Moore 
Show, with her permanent-press 
dimples and cy anide-dipped tong ue, 
she was the woman y ou loved to hate. 
In spite of such dubious ty pe-casting , 
CBS and MTM Productions had faith 
that she could knock em dead in the 
TV rating s, and judg ing from the first 
episode of “The Betty White Show” - 
which premieres nex t Monday nig ht, 
their trust is well founded. Play ing the 
role of an ag ing actress - “a mature 
lady , is the way I like to think of it,” 
she say s - she is both funny and 
touching ly , vulnerably romantic. 
“It scares the dickens out of me, of 
course,” Betty admits over lunch in 
the studio commissory . “I had alway s 
vowed to my self and my husband that I 
would never take on a TV series of my 
own. But when they dang led that 
carrot before me - well, at my ag e and 
weig ht (54 and 117, respectively ) it’s 
awful hard to say no.” 
After it was established that there 
would be a Betty White Show in the 
1977-78 lineup, “we all had to decide 
what kind of role I’d play . The first 
decision was that I would not be Sue 
Ann Nivens. ‘Phy llis’ with Cloris 
Leachman was a wonderful ex ample 
of what happens when y ou take a 
caustic character and try to refine her 
for a new series. They had to knock off 
the roug h edg es, and it took away 
something . Sue Ann would have been 
the same problem. She was rotten, and 
she couldn’t be that rotten for that long 
— and then what would y ou have left? 
“So, having said g oody e to Sue Ann - 
which was a mini-trauma in itself, 
because the role was the best thing to 
ever happen to me and it was hard to 
let her g o - we had to decide: okay , 
what will I be? The first thoug ht was 
that I would play a salty nun. But I 
didn’t think there would be much room 
to g row in a character like that. Then 
we came up with the middle-ag ed 
actress concept. A middle-ag ed ac­ 
tress being directed in a TV series by 
her ex -husband.” 
It is the sharp interplay of dialog ue 
between Betty , as "Joy ce Whitman,” 
and John Hillerman as her ex which 
provides the humor. (Hillerman will 
be remembered by viewers of the late 
lamentated "Ellery Queen” series as 
the caustically seedy Simon Brim­ 
mer ). Also in the cast is Georg ia Eng el 
(formerly , Georg ette Bax ter on the 
Mary Ty ler Moore series) as Betty ’s 
best friend. 
Asked to compare her new character 
with that of Sue Ann, Betty say s: “Sue 
Ann was promiscuous. Joy ce is not. 
Sue Ann went for the jug ular. Joy ce 
has a bitchy side, but she doesn’t at­ 
tack, she defends. Most important, my 
new character is vulnerable. Deep 
down she loves the enemy - and she has 
a g ood sense of humor. Sue Ann had 
none. I think the scripts are mar­ 
velous, but will the audience think so? 
What do I know - I’m just an amateur.” 
That last comment, of course, is the 
rankest ex ag g eration. Betty White, in 
spite of her recent reputation as a 


cheerfully animated nasty , is a con­ 
summate professional who won her 
first Emmy award as the top female 
TV personality in 1972. She had two TV 
sitcoms in the '50s, and then settled 
into the lucrative, y akkative life of the 
g ame show and talk show personality . 
She appeared on the Jack Paar show, 
for ex ample, 65 times; was hostess on 
TV of the Pasadena Rose Parade for 19 
y ears. Six teen y ears ag o, when she 
g uest-starred 
on 
the 
then-new 
“ Password” g ame show, she won - 
among other thing s - the host, Allen 
Ludden. They have been happily 
married for 15 y ears and now live in a 
New Eng land-sty le home in Brent­ 
wood, and are known among friends as 
“The nice people who still treat each 
other like newly -weds.” 
Sharing their home are dog s and 
birds. Betty is an animal activist, on 
the board of many g roups, such as the 
American Humane Association and 
Cleveland Amory ’s Fund for Animals. 
She fig hts for endang ered species and 
for the concept of zoos in which 
animals have freedom to roam rather 


than being cag ed. 
Rig ht now, unfortunately , Allen 
and I are down to only two dog s. Two of 
our poodles have g one in the last y ear, 
and it’s amazing what a hole it’s lift in 
the household. But I can’t g et any more 
rig ht now because my little Nickie. 
being 144, doesn’t hear at all and he 
has a heart problem. I’m afraid he 
mig ht not be able to handle the 
jealousy problem, and we don’t want to 
subject him to that.” 
Asked if there’s any animal she 
doesn't like, betty responded instantly , 
“No, oh no. I admit that I’m afraid of 
spiders, even thoug h I know of all the 
g ood works they do. We had a spider 
web above the front door, with a big fat 
wolf-spider in it, and I really tried to 
like him. I certainly wouldn't destroy 
him. I named him Georg e, It didn’t 
help. And I know it’s completely 
irrational, but I alway s had to g o out 
the back door. 
“Spiders are the only thing that ever 
petrified me, ever.”

The value of acupuncture for 
anesthesia has a new g roup of sup­ 
porters. At the University of Toronto, 
new evidence has been accumulated 
that acupuncture may stimulate the 
brain to release a substance called 
“endorphin.” 
Very recently , it was founded that 
this substance was more than 200 
times more potent than morphine. Dr. 
Bruce Pomeranz, of the University of 
Toronto, is pursuing this comcept in an 
effort to learn more about the value of 
acupuncture as an anesthetic. 


Naval Reg ional Medical Center in 
Long Beach, Calif. This new techniq ue, 
in addition to the use of antibiotics and 
surg ical care, has ex panded the rate of 
successful cures. 
It is astonishing how much im­ 
portant research is carried on during 
peace time by the medical depart­ 
ments of the Navy , Army and Air 
Force. 


A new artifical lung has recently 
been used at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison Center for Health 
Sciences. With this device, a patient's 
blood can be freed from carbon 
diox ide, the waste-product g as nor­ 
mally eliminated by the lung s. 
Ox y g en, then, is replaced so that the 
body can function almost normally , 
even in the presence of severe lung 
disease. 
A release from the university points 
out that the artifical lung may even­ 
tually prove to be ex ceeding ly 
beneficial 
for 
patients 
with 
pneumonia, blood poisoning and, 
perhaps, even in cases of emphy sema. 


Hy perbaric ox y g en chambers are 
now being used in the treatment of 
severe infections of the bone. Dr. 
Elmer L. Bing ham and Dr. Georg e B. 
Hart, both naval captains, have 
treated 70 cases of osteomy elitis (bone 
infections) with remarkable results. 
The work is being carried on at the 


Ultrasonic vibrations are being tried 
in many phases of medicine. Beaming 
ultrasound and measuring it as it 
bounces off body tissue is known as an 
“echog ram.” 
Dr. Francis Adams, at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in New York 
City , has been using this techniq ue to 
detect fluid in the lung and chest. It has 
been of g reat value in patients where 
both the phy sical diag nosis and the X- 
ray s fail to localize a collection of fluid. 
Dr. Adams foresees more ex tensive 
use of ultrasound in problems that 
involve the kidney s and the pancreas.

Betty White Show

LOS ANGELES — For twenty years, 
Betty White has been a voluble second 
banana on game and talk shows; and 
as the happy homemaker Sue Ann 
Nivens on The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show, with her permanent-press 
dimples and cyanide-dipped tongue, 
she was the woman you loved to hate. 
In spite of such dubious type-casting, 
CBS and MTM Productions had faith 
that she could knock ‘em dead in the 
TV ratings, and judging from the first 
episode of “The Betty White Show” - 
which premieres next Monday night, 
their trust is well founded. Playing the 
role of an aging actress - “a mature 
lady, is the way I like to think of it,” 
she says - she is both funny and 
touchingly, vulnerably romantic. 
“It scares the dickens out of me, of 
course,” Betty admits over lunch in 
the studio commissory. “I had always 
vowed to myself and my husband that I 
would never take on a TV series of my 
own. But when they dangled that 
carrot before me - well, at my age and 
weight (54 and 117, respectively) ifs 
awful hard to say no.” 
After it was established that there 
would be a Betty White Show in the 
1977-78 lineup, “we all had to decide 
what kind of role I’d play. The first 
decision was that I would not be Sue 
Ann Nivens. ‘Phyllis’ with Clons 
Leachman was a wonderful example 
of what happens when you take a 
caustic character and try to refine her 
for a new series. They had to knock off 
the rough edges, and it took away 
something. Sue Ann would have been 
the same problem. She was rotten, and 
she couldn't be that rotten for that long 
— and then what would you have left? 
“So, having said goodye to Sue Ann - 
which was a mini-trauma in itself, 
because the role was the best thing to 
ever happen to me and it was hard to 
let her go - we had to decide: okay, 
what will I be? The first thought was 
that I would play a salty nun. But I 
didn’t think there would be much room 
to grow in a character like that. Then 
we came up with the middle-aged 
actress concept. A middle-aged ac­ 
tress being directed in a TV series by 
her ex-husband.” 
It is the sharp interplay of dialogue 
between Betty, as “Joyce Whitman,” 
and John Hillerman as her ex which 
provides the humor. (Hillerman will 
be remembered by viewers of the late 
lamentated “Ellery Queen" series as 
the caustically seedy Simon Brim­ 
mer). Also in the cast is Georgia Engel 
(formerly, Georgette Baxter on the 
Mary Tyler Moore series) as Betty’s 
best friend. 
Asked to compare her new character 
with that of Sue Ann, Betty says: “Sue 
Ann was promiscuous. Joyce is not. 
Sue Ann went for the jugular. Joyce 
has a bitchy side, but she doesn’t at­ 
tack, she defends. Most important, my 
new character is vulnerable. Deep 
down she loves the enemy - and she has 
a good sense of humor. Sue Ann had 
none. I think the scripts are mar­ 
velous, but will the audience think so? 
What do I know • I’m just an amateur.” 
That last comment, of course, is the 
rankest exaggeration. Betty White, in 
spite of her recent reputation as a 


cheerfully animated nasty, is a con­ 
summate professional who won her 
first Emmy award as the top female 
TV personality in 1972. She had two TV 
sitcoms in the ’50s, and then settled 
into the lucrative, yakkative life of the 
game show and talk show personality. 
She appeared on the Jack Paar show, 
for example, 65 times; was hostess on 
TV of the Pasadena Rose Parade for 19 
years. Sixteen years ago, when she 
guest-starred 
on 
the 
then-new 
“Password” game show, she won - 
among other things - the host, Allen 
Ludden. They have been happily 
married for 15 years and now live in a 
New England-style home in Brent­ 
wood, and are known among friends as 
“The nice people who still treat each 
other like newly-weds.” 
Sharing their home are dogs and 
birds. Betty is an animal activist, on 
the board of many groups, such as the 
American Humane Association and 
Cleveland Amory’s Fund for Animals. 
She fights for endangered species and 
for the concept of zoos in which 
animals have freedom to roam rather 


than being caged. 
“Right now, unfortunately, Allen 
and I are down to only two dogs. Two of 
our poodles have gone in the last year, 
and ifs amazing what a hole it’s lift in 
the household. But I can’t get any more 
right now because my little Nickie, 
being 144, doesn’t hear at all and he 
has a heart problem. I’m afraid he 
might not be able to handle the 
jealousy problem, and we don’t want to 
subject him to that.” 
Asked if there’s any animal she 
doesn’t like, betty responded instantly, 
“No, oh no. I admit that I’m afraid of 
spiders, even though I know of all the 
good works they do. We had a spider 
web above the front door, with a big fat 
wolf-spider in it, and I really tried to 
like him. I certainly wouldn’t destroy 
him. I named him George, It didn’t 
help. And I know it’s completely 
irrational, but I always had to go out 
the back door.

Speaking Of Your Health

The value of acupuncture for 
anesthesia has a new group of sup­ 
porters. At the University of Toronto, 
new evidence has been accumulated 
that acupuncture may stimulate the 
brain to release a substance called 
“endorphin.” 
Very recently, it was founded that 
this substance was more than 200 
times more potent than morphine. Dr. 
Bruce Pomeranz, of the University of 
Toronto, is pursuing this comcept in an 
effort to learn more about the value of 
acupuncture as an anesthetic. 


Naval Regional Medical Center rn 
Long Beach, Calif. This new technique, 
in addition to the use of antibiotics and 
surgical care, has expanded the rate of 
successful cures. 
It is astonishing how much im­ 
portant research is carried on during 
peace time by the medical depart­ 
ments of the Navy, Army and Air 
Force. 


A new artifical lung has recently 
been used at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison Center for Health 
Sciences. With this device, a patient’s 
blood can be freed from carbon 
dioxide, the wast e-product gas nor­ 
mally eliminated by the lungs. 
Oxygen, then, is replaced so that the 
body can function almost normally, 
even in the presence of severe lung 
disease. 
A release from the university points 
out that the artifical lung may even­ 
tually prove to be exceedingly 
beneficial 
for 
patients 
with 
pneumonia, blood poisoning and, 
perhaps, even in cases of emphysema. 


Ultrasonic vibrations are being tried 
in many phases of medicine. Beaming 
ultrasound and measuring it as it 
bounces off body tissue is known as an 
“echogram.” 
Dr. Francis Adams, at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in New York 
City, has been using this technique to 
detect fluid in the lung and chest. It has 
been of great value in patients where 
both the physical diagnosis and the X- 
rays fail to localize a collection of fluid. 
Dr. Adams foresees more extensive 
use of ultrasound in problems that 
involve the kidneys and the pancreas. 


Hyperbaric oxygen chambers are 
now being used in the treatment of 
severe infections of the bone. Dr. 
Elmer L. Bingham and Dr. George B. 
Hart, both naval captains, have 
treated 70 cases of osteomyelitis (bone 
infections) with remarkable results. 
The work is being carried on at the

CLEVELAND (A P) - Violent, in­ 
tentional killing has become the 
leading cause of death of young black 
men in the United States, and the 
homicide pattern in Cleveland is even 
more somber than in the nation as a 
whole. 
“ Homicides are a public health 
problem, a public death problem,” Dr. 
Lester Adelson, researcher and 
Cuyahoga County deputy coroner said. 
Adelson is one of several resear­ 
chers, most of them doctors from Case 
Western 
Reserve 
University, who 
surveyed homicides in Cleveland and 
discovered the overall rate had in­ 
creased 320 per cent between 1958 and 
1974. 
The results of the study were 
published Thursday in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 
They found that for every white who 
died by homicide in Cleveland from 
1958 to 1962, 20 nonwhites died. From 
1963 to 1974, 12 nonwhites died for each 
white killed. 
The victims’ ages dropped from 
early 40s to late 20s, the study report­ 
ed. 
“ The homicide trends reported in 


this study shock us,” the researchers 
wrote. “ What happened in Cleveland 
reflects, in a magnified way, national 
trends during the same period.” 
Adelson and Dr. Charles S. Hirsch, 
also a deputy coroner and one of the 
researchers, said the report should 
convince doctors that gun control is a 
health issue. 
“ The more guns there are, the more 
fights will end in killings,” Hirsch said. 
“ A gun converts a quarrel into a 
killing and a spat into a slaying. It used 
to be there was a fight...and someone 
would end up with a broken tooth. Now 
they die from gunshots," Adelson said. 
Another researcher, Dr. Amasa B. 
Ford, said, “ I think doctors looking at 
the mortality that results from casual 
use and ready availability of guns in 
this country ought to be strongly op­ 
posed to the handgun in particular.” 
Ford said the homicide rate seems to 
have remained stable since 1974 but 
cited no figures. 
Between 1958 and 1962, 82 of every 
10,000 black men between 25 and 34 in 
Geveland died in homicides. The rate 
rose to 344 of every 10,000 between 1969 
and 1974.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Violent, in­ 
tentional killing has become the 
leading cause of death of young black 
men in the United States, and the 
homicide pattern in Cleveland is even 
more somber than in the nation as a 
whole. 
“Homicides are a public health 
problem, a public death problem,” Dr. 
Lester Adelson, researcher and 
Cuyahoga County deputy coroner said. 
Adelson is one of several resear­ 
chers, most of them doctors from Case 
Western Reserve University, who 
surveyed homicides in Cleveland and 
discovered the overall rate had in­ 
creased 320 per cent between 1958 and 
1974. 
The results of the study were 
published Thursday in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 
They found that for every white who 
died by homicide in Cleveland from 
1958 to 1962, 20 nonwhites died. From 
1963 to 1974,12 nonwhites died for each 
white killed. 
The victims’ ages dropped from 
early 40s to late 20s, the study report­ 
ed. 
“The homicide trends reported in 
Business News 


this study shock us,” the researchers 
wrote. “What happened in Cleveland 
reflects, in a magnified way, national 
trends during the same period.” 
Adelson and Dr. Charles S.- Hirsch, 
also a deputy coroner and one of the 
researchers, said the report should 
convince doctors that guh control is a 
health issue. 
/ 
“The more guns there are, the more 
fights will end in killings,” Hirsch said. 
“A gun converts a quarrel into a 
killing and a spat into « slaying. It used 
to be there was a fight...and someone 
would end up with a broken tooth. Now 
they die from gunshots,” Adelson said. 
Another researcher, Dr. Amasa B. 
Ford, said, “I think doctors looking at 
the mortality that results from casual 
use and ready availability of guns in 
this country ought to be strongly op­ 
posed to the handgun in particular.” 
Ford said the homicide rate seems to 
have remained stable since 1974 but 
cited no figures. 
Between 1958 and 1962, 82 of every 
10,000 black men between 25 and 34 in 
Cleveland died in homicides. The rate 
rose to 344 of every 10,000 between 1969 
and 1974.

Each year in Pickaway County 
thousands of animals must be 
destroyed because Of the excessive 
breeding. ‘'Accidental" breeding 
occurs because the pet owner does not 
have adequate control over his pet. 
Ix)cal law states that at all times a 
male or female dog must be kept 
confined to the owner’s property or be 
under reasonable control. To prevent 
breeding in a female diuing her heat 
periods, she must be kept inside 
almost constantly since uncontrolled 
male dogs will be nearby. When 
necessary, the owner must accompany 
the dog outside on a idiort leash and 
keep all male dogs away. Roaming 
male dogs are a nuisance at this time. 


but it IS really their owners who are to 
blame. Although laws do not include 
cats, at Uiis time, the problems are the 
same and occur much more often. 
Some pet owners choose to let their 
pets breed for certain reasons that 
should be reconsidered. Using the 
birth of puppies or kitteas as a 
"lesson" to the children is not worth 
the coasequences. There are better 
and more humane ways to teach 
children. Also, if the child witnesses 
the miracle of birth, perhaps he should 
witness the destruction of unwanted 
animals. 
Finding good homes for a litter does 
not solve the problem. The animals in 
shelters are already waiting for these 
same homes. That one litter may 
produce additional litters without 


additional good homes. 
Spaying or neutering is not ex­ 
pensive in the long run. Prepiant pets 
and litters need more food and medical 
care. TWs one-time (^ration also 
hel^ to eliminate the nuisance of heat 
periods, the tendency to roam, and it 
improves the health and temperament 
of the pet. 
Since the number of unwanted 
animals is so great, the Pickaway 
County Humane Society is en­ 
couraging responsible pet ownership 
and the spaying or neutering of pets. 
For Utose who could not otherwise 
afford a neutering operation, the

assirtance. An approved applicant will 
be given a certificate to cover one-half 
of the regular veterinary fee for the 


operation. If you decide to have your 
pet neutered and require financial 
help, pick up an application at the 
Pickaway County Auditor’s Office or 
at the Commercial Point and Tarlton 
Fire Stations.
